A REMARKABLE HOSTILE FEELING. 



Conservatives Frankly l^eclare For a 
PoU«y of Beprif »1 AcainstBiiMlan 
- Attack on Britlah Commereo. 



Warliko Tone of Such Paper* aa the 
Timaa, ttandardf Morning Pott 
and the Dally Telegraph Haa 
Had lU Ettect. 

London, July 21— A press repre- 
mntative Wednesday nigbt Interview- 
ed mauy prominent persons connected 
in close touch with the government rel- 
ative to the seizure of British vessels 
. by tbo Bteamen of tb* Russian volun- 
. tear fleet In the Red Sea. As a result 
of these inquiries there Is shown to be 
a remarlwible hostile feeling against 
KiiSBla of a s-trength and bitterness 
almost without precendent since the 
Crimean war. Even the moat oonserv- 
atlve who have been in the service of 
the government for many years, and 
■who openly deplort-d the hasto with 
which they though Great Uritain had 
plunged into the Transvaal war, Wed- 
nesday night frankly declared for a 
policy of reprisal against what is re- 
garded here as Russia's viclatlon ol 
treaty and her piratical attack un 
Britisn commerce. 

The warlilie tone of such papers as 
this Times, the Standard, the Morning 
Post and the Daily Telegraph, while 
In national crisis hitherto almost In- 
varlbly advised caution, has had its 
Inevitable effect. There has liecii stir 
red up a storm of Indlgnaticm ainnnf^ 
all classes in the United Kingdom, 
aiid the strength of which the govern- 
ment Itself can scarcely guage. 

Those who deplored the outbreak of 
the war li» tweeii .lajian and Russia are 
now among the most outspol<en cham- 
pions of a physical force that will 
prarent tho repetition of the Malacca 
Incident In the Red Sea. 

ThoKe few officials at the torelpn 
oSce wlio are in full possession of all 
the details of Great Liritain's desire to 
arrive at an entente with Russia are 
1b despair. They realise that the pol- 
icy BO carefully fostered by King Ed- 
ward and Foreign Minister Lensdowne 
will now be indignantly repudiHted l)y 
all parties in the house ot commons 
and involve with the public the down- 
fall of any ministry advocatlpg it. 

BVery nerve will be strained, how- 
ever, by the foreign ofllce, to secure 
f/om Russia an explanation that will 
pacify the aggrieved feelings of the 
British public, and no step will be 
taken oaelally that wiir tend to pre- 
judice subsequent diplomatic negotia- 
tions looking to the settlement of all 
(luestions now outstanding between 
Russia and Great tlrltain. 

However there is expressed at the for- 
eign offlce and elsewhere almost poig- 
nant regret that Rupsiit rightly or 
wrongly should have taken up the po- 
sition evinced by the action of her 
volunteer cruieers in the Red Sea. 

Special dispatches from .Malta give 
alarmist accounts of the hurried de- 
parture from that port of the British 
cruiser and torpedo squadrons. 

The captain of the Malacca asserts 
that the capture \\;is made within the 
three mile limit. 

The midshipman commanding this 
prlae, which haa set Europe by the 
ears and almost threatens conse- 
quences more serious than the actual 
war in the far eaet, ordered 400 tons of 
coal at Port Said, but the officials re- 
fused to supply the coal on the 
ground that the vessel bad a supply 
■vflldantly amplo to taka her to the 
Blaok 8e».

Wednesday night, but Wednesday 
morning's editorial Inroadaida from the 
London nawipapera reprinted here 
Wednesday afternoon was a sufficient 
warning of tho state of the Britisli 
mind and the public became greatly 
axdted.

Cape May. N. J., July 21.— Jttdge Up- 
ton Muir, of Louisville Ky., who was 
spending his vacation here, lost his 
life in the surf Wednesday while bath- 
ing. The Judge entered the water di- 
rectly In front of the Stockton hotel, 
and had been enjoying his bath for 
about a half hour before be was 
drowned. He was in the water about 
knee deep and at a point where there 
are no gullies. Several persons on the 
beach saw him fall face downward, 
and as he did not immediately get up 
some of the bathers went to bis res- 
cue. He was unoonseloos, and every 
effort was made, to resuscitate him 
without success. 'Among the first to 
appear on the scene was Gen. J. M atts 
Kearney, who is a brother-in law of 
the Judge's widow, and with wtiom 
Judge apd Mrs. Muir were staying. 
The general placed the body in charge 
of an undertaker and then went to 
the cottage and broke the news to Mrs. 
Muir. The body will be taken to 
Louisville Thursday. Besides the 
widow Judge Muir leaves two children. 

The coroner's Jury rendered a ver- 
dict of accidental drowning, believing 
that the Judge probably was taken 
with cramps, as the water was quite

New York, July 21.— An organiza- 
tion to be known as "The National 
child labor committee" has been form- 
ed in this city, and at the first meet- 
ing to complete the organization and 
elect officers, it was announced that 
the committee has secured as the gen 
eral secretary Samuel McCune Lind- 
say, commissioner of education in 
Porto Rico and professor of sociology 
in the University of Pennsylvania. 

In speaking of the work of the com- 
missioner Lindsay said: 

"The National Child Labor Commit 
tee desires, wherever its co-operation 
Is reque«ted, to investigate the condi- 
tions under which children are en- 
gaged in gainful occupations in all 
parts of the country and to help cre- 
ate a healthy public sentiment In favot 
of giving every child the beet poasibls 
chance to make the most of ita life."

Chicago, July 21.— The strike of the 
packing house employes, begun nine 
days ago, and which has demoralized 
the packing industry throughout the 
country, was settled here Wednesday 
night at a conferenie between repre- 
seiiiati\es of the packers, the otflclals 
of the Meat Cutters' union and repre- 
sentatives ot all the allied trades em- 
ployed at the stockyard. The whole 
controversy will be submitted to a 
board of arbitration, l)Oth sides agree- 
ing to abide by whatever decision this 
board may reach. Pending the deci- 
sion of the arbitration board the men 
will be taken back to work as rapidly 
as possible by the pa( kers, and it is 
agreed by the packers that all the old 
employes are to be reinstated within 
45 days from the date work is re- 
sumed. If any of the foroMr employes 
are still unemployed at the expiration 
of that time, such persons are to have 
the privilege of submitting their cases 
to the arbitration board for settlement. 

The strikers will return to work as 
BOOB 4M they can be notified of the 
peaceable adjustment ot the trenble, 
and, it is said, that by Friday morning 
everything will be in normal sliape at 
all the plants in the different cities 
where the emeployes were on strike. 
Half an hour after the dedslOB had 
been reached Wednesday night to arbi- 
trate. M. J. Donnelly, the strike leader, 
had got into communication by long 
distance telephone with the leaders of 
the strikers in outside cities and had 
notified them that a aatlafactory set* 
tiement had been rsaehod, and direeted 
the strikera to retimi to nork as so<m 
as possible. 

The seiilement of ttie difficult by ar- 
bitration was brought about by the 
allied craft at the stockyards, who 
woud have become Involved in the con- 
troversy had It continued much longer. 
The officers of these unions, which 
represent about 14,000 men, got to- 
gether Tuesday and sent a final appeal 
to the packers asking for a three-sided 
conference. Wednesday between the 
packers, the strikers and themselves, 
in a final effort to get both sides of the 
controversy together again and ar- 
range some sort of agreement which 
would prevent the strike from spread- 
ing to me afilliated unions. This ap- 
peal of the Allied Trades unions re- 
ceived a favoralde response from the 
packers, and \Vedii< siiay's conference 
was the result. 

When the men return to work it wUl 
be under exactly the same conditions 
as prevailed before the strike was de- 
clared, with the exception that the 
question of a wage scale will be de- 
cided by arbitration. The old \\a;;e 
scale under whi>h the union worked 
last year expired May 26. Since that 
time numerous conferences have been 
held between the packers and the 
union in an effort to settle on a new 
schedule, but without avail. 

As many of the old employes as 
could be reached Wednesday night by 
the oflldals ot the union were notified 
to return to work Thursday morning. 
All the strikers who appear at the 
plants will be put to work as fast as 
possible, and by Thursday night it Is 
believed that all the establishments 
will be numlB g with toll fo rces.
